A FIELD-MARSHAL SUMS UP 


Was It Worth While 
Fighting in Italy? 


OUBTS have been ex- 

pressed since World 

War Two ended 
whether the bitter, costly 
and long drawn-out twenty- 
month strugglé up the 
Italian peninsula was really 
worth while. 

Field - Marshal Viscount 
Alexander, who was respon- 
sible for the direction of 
operations throughout this 
period, summing up their 
contribution to the general 
Allied victory in his final 
report on the campaign (His 
Majesty’s Stationery Office, 
8s.), states that any 
estimate must be expressed, 
not in terms of the ground 
gained—for the ground was 
not vital in the strict sense 
to either side—but in terms 
of its effect on the war as 
a whole, 

The compaign had, from the 
start, been designed as a hold- 
ing attack on a major scale. 
“The Allied Armies in Italy,” 
ne writes, “were not engaged 
with the enemy’s mein forces 
and \Jheir attacks were not direct- 
ed, as were those of the Allies 
in the West or the Russians iit 
the East, against the heart of 
the German Fatherland and 
the nerve centres of Germany’s 
national existence. Our role 
was secondary and preparatory. 
Nine months before the great 
assault in the West our inva~ 
sion of Italy, at first in very 
moderate strength, drew off to 
that remote quarter forces 
which might have turned the 
scale in France. As the cam- 
paign progressed, more and 
more German troops were 
drawn in to oppose us.”

Neckties Make 
Feminine

NOW it begins—that raid on 
neckties, as nimble - Gngered 
women deyjse all sorts of-prettics 
oui of andsome: masculine 
neckwear. 

But before we outline some of 
the ideas and suggestions we 
have, we'll do right by first 
giving instructions to do 8 good 
job of washing said ties, some- 
thing that you'll want to do as 
well, before starting on the 
sewing. 

Lukewarm Water 

Wash tie in lukewarm water 
and heavy, mild suds. Holding 
lic across the palm of hands, 
use a brush on any heavily soiled 

;, and wash again if neces- 
sary. Kinse thoroughiy. Roll 
tic up and squceze out moisture. 

Dip in light starch solution to 

restore body. Hang over rack 
or line at centre of tie. Shape 
gently with fingers, with parti- 
cular attention to creases along 
the edge. Or, lay flat on ironing 
board and remove moisture with 
a turkish towel. 
Press before completely dry. 
Cut a piece of thin cardboard to 
shape of tie, and-slip it inside 
tie. Steam-press, first on wrong 
side; then turn and press on 
Tight side, using cheesecloth 
press cloth. Remove cardboard 
and press along edges. 


Tie Cummerbund 


Takes three ties to make a 
cummerbund, but the job is not 
difficult. Those vertical striped 
heavy silks would be beautiful 
for this. ‘ 

. Cut off larger half of each tie, 
rip open and remove _ lining. 
Press flat. Stitch pieges together 
to form front midriff. 

Stitch two strips of seam bind- 
ing lengthwise on each side, five 
inches from centre front, then 
insert stays. Overcast seam 
binding at both ends of stays. 

Braid narrow part of ties (do 
not open) to form waistband at 
back, and join to midriff. Cut off 
extra length. Fasten with hooks 
and eyes at one side.

Vegetables 
Can Be Kept 
Fresh For 
‘A Year 


Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 


American scientists are 
experimenting with a new 
‘chemical spray that’ may 
keep vegetables fresh for a 
vear or more, the farm 
magazine Country Gentle- 
man reports, 

The spray is 
hydrazide (MH). 


Successful 


Horticulturists at Michigan 
S'ate College (East Lansing, 
Michigan) have made succesatul 
tests with the spray on onions, 
potatoes, beets, carrots, parsnips, 
and rutebagas. Tt will take an- 
other year,

however, before 
conclusive evidence is obtained 
as to the lasting effects of the 
chemical, <ccording to the US. 
vepariment of agriculture, ."The 
chemical js currently deing 
manufactured for experimental 
Fumposes only. 

Maleic hydrazide is sprayed 
on the tuber crops several 
weeks before harvest time. The 
treatment arrests growth of the 
plants, but does not affect the 
crop yield. When the crops are 
harvested and stored there is 
no sprouting—a condition that 
often causes spoilage. Danger 
of spoilage from heat generated 
by stored vegetables also Is 
stopped by use of MH. It slows 
respiration within the plant 
itself and lowers the tempera- 
ture. 


Flavour Unchanged 
Every living process in the 
plants is slowed down, but 
flavour and firmness of the 
vegetables are retained. The 
crops used in the Michigan 
State College experiments were 
eaten after being stored for a 
year, and no change in flavour 
or ocour was noted. Cooking 
was found to. .jbe 
fo that of untreated 
vegetables. 


Commercial .. sugar ‘peat 
gcoowers are effectally interested 
.n the chemica) spray, since it 
hes been found that beets do 
not lose much. sugar ‘after 
being treated with MH and 
stored. Treated bects lost less 
tran one percent of their total 
sugar content, while untreated 
beets lost more than 13 percent. 

MH also is being tested on 
sweet corn and peas. Both lose 
their qudMty quickly . after 
harvesting. and require rapid 
handling by packers,: Scientists 
believe MH may stop this 
2eterioration,

It seemed so clearly im- 
portant in the event of anothor 
world war that we should have 
a friendly and not, as lest time, 
ano unfriendly Egypt to count 
Upon us a base. 


Co-operated 


UR Government agreed, and 

so came the treaty of 1936, 
which sanctions the maintenance 
of British Forces on the Canal, 
and about which there is now 
all this trouble, 


Yt is only fair to remember 
(hat the treaty served its pur- 
pose well during the war, and 
that the Egyptians were most 
coroperative, 


None the less, it was a sur- 
prise to all of us that she did 
hot at once declare war un our 
side, Louking back, 1 think her 
neutrality was probably a 
Diss for, though not 
juridically al war us our ally, 
Egypt put ill) her resources, 
short of taking the fleld, at our 
disposal, as provided by the 
treaty. 


We certainly owe a debt of 
gratitude 10 Nahas Pasha for his 
courageous attitude when Rom- 
mel was at the gates of Cairo. 
He arrested Fifth Columnists 
and doubtful elements, While 
ether officials fled, he stayed on 
with me to see things through. 


It is a tragedy that Nahas is 
now tearing up the treaty 
which he Initiated and_ signed 
in common with all Egyptian 
political parties. As an admir- 
er of Egypt and her people I am 
profoundly distressed at what 
has happened. 


In carlier days it was possible 
to argue out problems and diffi- 
culties in an atmosphere of 
‘mutual nelpfulness and under- 
standing so that head-on. collf- 
‘sions’ could be avoided by judi- 


caus preliminary talks and the 
customary process of give and 
tafke. 


Thal is the essence of success- 
ful diplomacy. ‘One wonders 
what cun have gone wrong wo 
lead to the present crisis, and 
can only suppose that the Egypt- 
jans have changed their 
methods and failed to respond 
to friendly overtures. 


Deadlock 


Oo we have arrived at the 
present deplorable deadlock 


We in Britain certainly have 
no intention,whatever of upset- 
ting or impairing Wgyptian 
sovereignty, We respect any 
nation jealous of its sovereign 
rights. Nahas Pasha'’s Govern- 
ment must know this, 


But there is a limit. One's 
word should be one’s bond, and 
especlally when so freely given 
and on one’s own initiative as it 
wns over the treaty. 


It follows in my view that our 
Government are absolutely right 
to be firm over the incontestable 
treaty provisions tegarding the 
Canal Zone and the Sudan. 


Naturally, we ate always 
rendy to resume talks if they 
are unaccompanied by threats 
and attempts at intimidation. 


It gives satisfaction to read 
that. the British High Com- 
mand make it clear beyond all 
shadow of doubt that they intend 
to stand firm, Fairness with 
firmness Is the right principic. 


To ensure this there must be 
complete support from London 
and thiy support our soldiers on 
the spot are receiving in full 


measure. - ose . 


Concesston from atrength often 
is desirable; coneéssion from 
weakness is fatal. 


It is, of course, so much easier 
to fallow this admirable precept 
if you know you are acting with 
the full backing of your Govern- 
ment and the full might of the 
Empire behind you. 


I was lucky in both these re- 
spects when the war reached the 
Western Desert. 


Our hope 


y" the postwar world circum- 

stances have materially 
altered for us, and it can hardly 
be contested that British prestige 
has sunk deplorably low as a 
result. 


Constitutional cevclopments 
in the Empire, the loosening of 
our onchor-hold in the Middle 
East, the humiliating turn of 
events in Persia, the continuing 
violence in Malaya, the tragedy 
of China going Communist—all 
these things. have inevitably 
weakened our position. 


Nothing but the firmest hand 
and most c¢lear-sighted states- 
manship can provide the re- 
medy. In Mr Churchill’s sagacity 
and wide-world authority, 
coupled with the skill, touch, 
and experience of our present 
Foreign Secretary, lies our hope. 


Do not Jet us be too despond- 
ent. Alwdys let us remember

Why is Egypt aflame? It is a 
case of nationalism run 
wild, This nationalism in Its 
origin may possibly have been 
worked up to distract attention 
from home abuses.

“brutal” British when something 
has gone wrong internally. 


In this Egyptian drama the 
Palace in Cairo must in the na- 
ture of things play a dominant 
role.

In the course of my duties I 
had the privilege of secing King 
Farouk often. I knew him as the 
young Crown Prince, and was 
there when he ascended the 
throne in 1936 at the age of 16 
on the death of his father.

has normally been a_ steadying 
influence and loyal to the king. 


Meanwhile it is excellent 
news that the four Powers—Bri- 
tain, America, France, and Tur- 
key—-are going ahead with the 
establishment of the proposed 
Middle East Ccmmand under 
UNO. z 


Surely Egypt was singularly 
ill-advised to throw out the 
invitation to join this important 
regional command after such 
scunt consideration. 


1 should think it very doubtful 
that the adjacent Arab States 
wholeheartedly endorse that 
summary rejection. These 
States have not been impressed 
by Egypt's handling of Middle 
East matters for some time past. 


It may well be that Egypt's 
out-of-hand rejection of the in- 
vitation may react on her aspira- 
tion to be the leader of the Arab 
League. 


Crossroads 


GYPT stands now at the 
parting of the ways. Will 
she throw in her fate with the 
West, who heve invited her full 
partnership? Or will she de- 
liberately turn her back on a 
world which is striving to build 
up an enlightened‘ system of life 
for alt peace-loving peoples? 


The choice should not seem 60 
difficult.

And 
he, too, has known the political wilderness, 


SNOOPING WOMEN 
ARE WANTED

NEW YORK. . 

AN TED — snooping 

women. An_ expert 

says women make better 

than average detectives, 

yet few women go into the 
field. 

There are a surprising num- 
ber of adverlisements in the 
women's help wanted columns 
these days that read, “detectives 
wanted,” ‘but there are not 
enough trained women detec- 
tives to answer them. 

There are several reasons for 
this, according to mild-man- 
nered Dr Paul J. Conroy, 
executive director of the New 
York Institute of Criminology, 
one of the two schools in the 
country licensed to teach 
scientific investigation in all 
its branches, 

“First,” said the doctor, “the 
general public doesn’ realise 
the constantly ‘increasing need 
that exists for women sliled 
in investigation, 

“Second,” he added, "it's not 
easy to becume an investigator, 
Letectives get their draining in 
federal government service, a 
sheriff's office, or a city police 
department. You don't find 
many women in those fields.” 


NO DERRING-DO 


“And third," he admitted, 
“many women think of private 
investigation work as involving 
the kind of derring-do you 
associate with private eyes in 
the movies and radio mystery 
stories.” 

‘Dr Conroy went on to point 
out thet today investigation in 
one furm or another enters in- 
to meurly every phase of 
business, industry or govern- 
ment, and most of it ts active 
but not dangerous work. 


He said: “Almost every in- 
surance and finance company 
now employs operatives to in- 
vestigate claims, character and 
credit references. There are 
investigation jobs in hotels, @>- 
partment stores, chain stores 
und other sales organisations. 
And of course in defence plants, 
government agencies and the 
CID, 

“Women,” said Dr Conroy, 
“especially are needed. ..women 
of all sizes, and types.” 

He said the only requirements 
are that the woman be in- 
telligent. industrious and serious 
about the work. And judging 
by the records made by women 
in his own school, Dr Conroy 
js convinced thal women make 
etter than average detectives. 

GLAMOUR TYPE TOO 

He said that out of the 360 
students who have attended the 
-cliea] since ils inception two 
years ago, only five have been 
women, but they all have 
renked high in theory of de- 
tcction and practice. 

Dr Conroy said women 
especially are needed to serve 
as investigatons in’ factories, 
screening defence workers. 
They are particularly suited, 
tov, for cases that call for 
shadowing other omen, and 
in cases where “plants” should 
ibe -waitresses or maids, or the 
find of glamour girl who can 
strike up an acquaintance with 
a man in a night club. 

Dr Conroy estimated that 
there probably are between 
25,000 and -30,000 jobs open 
row for women detectives 
throughout ‘the country, and 
many of those jobs will go 
begging for some time for 
qualified personnel, 

“This is one business,” said 
br Conroy with just a touch of 
levity, “whene a woman can be 
proud of being a good snooper.”

He said that nothing would 
give greater impetus to _ the 
efforts being made in the Poli- 
lical Committee to achieve a 
more hopeful atmosphere in 
which to discuss armament than 
a change in Russia’s attitude te 
Yugoslavia. 

The allegations had not been 
controverted by the Soviet 
delegate, who had merely listed 
the frontier incidents for which 
he blamed Yugoslavia. 

Sir Gladwyn Jebb said thet 
one considerable cause of ten- 
sion betweeen East and West 
was the Soviet tendency to de- 
clare that “thoce who are not 
for me are against me.” 

“If the Soviet Union wanted 
tension to be diminished, it 
should tomorrow arrange for 
normal diplomatic intercourse 
between Yugoslavia and its 
satellite neighbours.” 

“A COVER” 

The New Zealand delegate, 
Mr J. V. Wilson, and the French 
delegate, M. Guerin de Beau- 
mont, supported the Yugoslav 
resolution. 

M, de Beaumont sald that 
the Committee could fulfil the 
United Nations Charter by ac- 
cepting the resolution, “Nelther 
of the parties will be a loser if 
they abide by the Charter,” he 
declared. 

.M. Alexis Kyrou, of Greece, 
said that his delegation was 
sceptical of results from the 
resolution. 

“We Greeks have learned that 
the Cominform sticks at nothing 
to carry out its hostile inten- 
tions,” he said. 

The Ukrainian delegate said 
that the resolution was a cover 
for Yugoslavia’s activities in the 
plan for “Anglo - American 
aggression."—Reuter.
